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Encourage Child's Earliest 
Impulse to "Help Mother' 


By CARRY CLEVELAND MYERS, Ph.D. 
BEGIN early to teach your 
child to take responsibility. As 
aoon as the baby wants to gel 
his arm in or out of his nightie, 
patiently encourage his coopera­ 
tion. In like m anner, welcome 
warmly his earliest efforts a t 1 
picking himself up after falling.! 
washing his own hand*, pulling 
the covers up over himself in bed, 
feeding himself, getting a drink I 
of water for himself, combing his 
own hair, dressing himself, clean- | 
Ins up things he has dropped or j 
spilled, 
building 
with 
blocks, 
scribbling, coloring or drawing or 
making up imaginary yarns. Let 
him answer questions others put 
to him. Don’t “butt in" on his con- ! 
venation with a guest, In case 
you have not let him do such | 
things when he has been able to J 
do them, don’t be too sudden In 
your change; the shock m ight be j 
hard on his little heart. 
Normally the tot likes to “help 
m other," to follow her about th e . 
house with his little broom, car- I 
pet sweeper or dust cloth. At four | 
or five he likes to help set the! 
table, carry things from it to the! 
kitchen, stand on a box or chair 
and help to wash or wipe dishes.1 
Then Is the time to capitalize on j 
his urge to help. But when he 
does things, don't look for per-1 
fectlon. Show appreciation of his 
development. 


Strong Approval 
As you desire this little child to 
do turns for you, ask him rather 
than command him. Let him 
choose then, as if he were an i 
adult, whether to accede or n o t.1 
Show strong approval when he 
does accede to your request. Say! 
' fine big boy," or ' fine big girl." | 
Basic principles involved in win-, 
ning .such cooperation are dis-1 
cussed in my bulletin, “S tubborn-' 
m as," <to be had in a stam ped 
envelope sent me in care of this 
paper!. 
Some parents assign jobs to the 
child when he la too young to 


profit from such requirem ent or 
from punishm ent for his failure 
to do these Jobs. They would be 
wiser to trust to positive sugges­ 
tion for getting the youngster to 
cooperate and help. Even in such 
m atters as hanging up his hat 
and other clothes, or putting 
away his blocks, the child three 
or four may gain in responsibility 
faster if he is induced patiently 
to do these things. He may prop­ 
erly be required these little chores 
at certain regular times when he 
is six, seven or older. 


Required Job 
Before you first assign a re­ 
quired job, get Into good working 
order such requirements as his 
coming in from the street on sig­ 
nal. This should be well accom­ 
plished a t six. Try to make the 
rest of the evening pleasant, but 
let the child know th at failure to 
come in on time will be met with 
an effective penalty (such as sit­ 
ting in a chair unamused for 
thirty m inutes!. Apply like m eas­ 
ures to his going to bed at a regu­ 
lar time. Don't talk; art. 
Assign jobs very gradually. Be­ 
gin with just one. Add no others 
till this one is done regularly for 
at least twa weeks without your 
telling him when to do It, or tell­ 
ing him until he does It. Let each 
job added be something he can 
do well at a regular time each day. - 
Don't expect him to hang around 
Just to help you when you happen 
to think of something for him to 
do. Let him know w hat time each 
day he can count on as free for 
play, when, except for extreme 
emergency you would not ask him 
to do a special task. Do not con­ 
sider your having forgot some­ 
thing a t the grocer’s as an em er­ 
gency. I f you forget something, go 
for it yourself unless he chooses 
on his own accord to go, or you 
hire him, to help you out. <My 
bulletin, “How Teach Your Child 
To Help a t Home" may be had In 
a stam ped envelope sent me in 
care of this paper!.
